At the present time applica­ 
tions for purchase of surplus 
goodu, sale of which has. been 
much liberalized recently, can­ 
not be cleared by the Los An­ 
geles office but must be sent 
to the main Department of Com­ 
merce office In. San Francisco. 
This results in much 'confusion 

.and loss of time to Southern 
California would-bo purchasers.

The move was also designed 
to help speed up disposal of 
surplus goods, hugo stock piles 
of which are rapidly accumulat- 
Ing in the Southern California 
area. Figures presented to the 
board during discussion of the 
recommendation indicated that 
the unsold Inventories on sur­ 
plus consumer goods have multi­ 
plied five times in three months. 
In July value of goods on hand, 
unsold, was K000,000. At the 
end of September the .valuation 
of the rapidly accumulating 
goods had soared to $29,000,000.
